The Horror of the Accident lu- 


ureaseii By a Fire Which Broke 


Out iu the Ruliiy. 


WIIKBLISO, W. Va., April 9.—At 8.20 


•o'clock this morning the eouth wall of 
the four-story brick block of Hutchinaon 
& Co., on the corner of Main street and 
the alley south of Twelfth street, col- 
lapsed without warning. Next north of 
it was Chtipman & Son, who were just 
finishing a live-story brick block, and 
they hud already stored in it about $14,- 
000 worth of paints, glass, etc., and were 
doing business there. Hutchinson & 
Go. deal in hardware, saddlery, etc., and 
the building was packed full of goods. 
The wall on the alley first fell out, pull- 
ing with it the partition wall between 
HutchiuBon and Chapman's. The crash 
of the falling buildings wns terrific, anil 
soon drew thousands to the scene. The 
horror of the accident wna increased by 
n lire which broko out, and aa there were 
larRo quantities of oil, turpentine ami 
like material in Chapman's, thu situa- 
tion was hurd to meet. Four ompbyes 
were caught in the Uutchinson building. 
They were Robert Wincheator, Eugene 
Uurch, P. J. Horan and M. J. Ford. 


The first tliree have nob been found 


und are doubtless dead. Ford wns res- 
cued and may recover. Charles Haller, 
the bookkeeper,and Adam Itlnnkpather 
were pinnud up against the rear wall 
and wore released uninjured.

tration. AVhatever opinion may he held 
in regard to the wisdom expressed at thu 
pollB, it in well that it bo accepted cliuer- 
fully, for the popular will ia the supreme 
power under our form of government, 
and there is no appeal from it.

Apparently the exemption which the 


farmers snd fruit growers of this county 
enjoy from damage from late front ianot 
fully known and appreciated at ita real 
valne. Recent experience of thii and 
other localities should aerve to again 
call attention to this important advant- 
age. For some reaion not yet fully un- 
derstood there is leaa damage by frost in 
thie connty—at least on tho vast upland 
territory lying between the Ban Joaquin 
and Kinga rivera—than in any other 
portion of 
California, excepting, of 


course, the small valleya and coves of 
the foothills, where froet is practically 
unknown. Even in the moat favored 
portions of the far-famed southern citrus 
belt, there has been far more damage 
from froat within a period of ten years 
than there has been in Freano county. 
The records will prove the statement. 


The past thirty days has furnished re- 


cent proof of the fact that Fresno is in 
a belt where frost is comparatively 
harmless. DurinK that period the late 
frosts have 
been unusually severe. 


Three weeks ago cherries, apricota, and 
all early fruita and vegetables in the 
northern coantiea weri BO badly dam- 
Aged that in aorae localities nothing was 
left. In the counties of this valley 
•onth of Fresno similar results were ex- 
perienced, though the damage was not 
ao severe as in the northern counties. 
Freano was untouched as far as actual 
damage waa concerned. Apricots and 
early peaches were thinned a little in 
some places, and that was all. Last 
Thursday night another cold wave 
paesed over the coast, and its effect in 
the adjoining county of Tulare is de- 
Bcribed by the Begister as follows:
